According. tothe Jatent_ accounts, 
the amount expended for actual relief 
during the second half of 1930 
umounted to $126,728.56, and from 
November 1938 to June 30, .1930 
$416,033.62 was expended, i 

It is pointed out by the Hon, Mr, 
M. K. Lo, who fs the hon. secretary 
of the fund, that if they were to at- 
tempt to undertake relief work on a 
scale approximating ‘that of Last year, 
the amount required for 1940 would 
be roughly $400,000, of which, os 
shown in the audited accounts, the 
amount in hand is roughly only $59,- 
407, $

In view. of) tho smallness of the 
amount in hort, and of the large sums 
requircd for rellef, the Board of 
Administrators has very scriously 
considered whether they should not 
closo the Fund.
